They say, in ‘justi- 
fication of their action, that some one muat 
take the lead; but, while not wishing to 
question the good intentions and public 
apirit of these gentlemen, we would venture 
to anggont that thare ‘aro certain members of 
ihe community whose position naturally in- 
dicates thom as the proper parties to tako 
the load on-an occasion of this kind. In tho 
provinces of India public mostings have been 
called to consider the question and have beon 
presided over by the Governor. With the 
abolition of the office of Sheriff in Hongkong 
the muebiners which formerly existed for 
calling public meetings by an official pro- 
cess has disappeared, but a meeting con- 
‘vunod by any representative man for a public 
purpose would be duly attended and recog.

it at prosont enjoys, Many towne in England 
intend to commemorate tha occusion by the 
establishment of useful institutions of one 
kind and another. In Hongkong we, ‘much 
need a public park, and as there seome no 
prospect of the Government’s carrying out 
the Bowen Park project for at-lengt a quarter 
of cantary, tha idea of tha. community's 
taking the matterin hand itgelf and changing 
the namo to the Queen’s Park might be cou. 
sidered. There would be no discourtesy to Bir 
Gnozgr Bowen in changing the name under 
the circumetances, seeidg that bo was unable 
to earry. out bis intention of having the park 
made during bis Government and that tie 
work ie still practically uncommenced. An, 
other idea which might be considered is that 
of an educational endowment of some des. 
cription. Very little hasbeen done in Hong- 
kong for the education of, girl, Why not 
eatabliah and endow a high class school and 
call it the Victoria Female College? The 
erection of a statue of Her Majesty is an 
idea that will probably occur to many minds, 
and thers are no doubt other suggestions 
which might bo made, though they do not 
presant themaelves to us.at present.

FIRE LAST NIGHT.

At about ton minutos past cight last nighta 
fire broke out at No. 3, Bonham Strand, opposite 
the Contral Fire Brigade Station. Tho building 
is occupied. by a Chinese shopkeeper who sella 
Wuropean lamps, &o. Wehave not heard the 
oxact cause of the outbreak, bat it originated 
in some ‘way with a stook of kerosina oil, of 
which thare wera about fifteen tins on tho 
promises. With matorial of this highly in- 
flammable nature it will readily be understood 
that the flames spread all over the shop ins few 
seconds, Tho Station in only acrosa the rood, 
but by tho timo the boll thore bopisn to pen! forth 
the alarm the whole house wasin flames “A 
few seconds afterwards groat volumos of. 
flames wore pouring upward, and the fire looked 
like sprending to large dimensions, yThe 
fira engines were very promptly at work, how- 
ever, ond having the: advantage of. boing so 
close, the brigades wera very quick in gotting 
powerful streams of water upon the burning 
house, Fortunately also there were good 
thick partition walla between the’ burning 
building and the houses on cach side, and there 
was very little wind to carry tho flames 
along, The struggle between tho two elements 
was a short one, and by nine o'clock it was prot. 
ty ovidont tho firemen had got tho upper hand, 
and all danger ofthe fire spreading was at an ond. 
A quarter of an hour later there was but little 
fire remaining in‘ the honse, and this was soon 


drowned out, »No: 8, Bonham Strand, was quite 
burnt out, thongh the walls remained standing, 
bat the houses on either side ware but little 
damaged by fire. At the back, houses are 
densaly . packed all tho way to the Praya, 
and thers was au oxoullent field for a 
big conflagration. The firemen wers as siteressfal 
atthe back, as at the front, howaver, and none 
of these houses suffered, excapt by water. The 
house destroyed, or rathor ifs site, has bean the 
seene of a great many firesin recont'years. “We

‘News wns reooived by the steamer Fokten, 
which'arrived here yesterday from Taraui und 
Amoy, of the stranding of the American 
schooner Wayrien on the” bar at Tamsui 
on. the Ist instont. The Wagrien was 
on a voyage from Fooohow to Tamgui with 
wu cargo of telegraph poles for tho Chinese 
Government, and upon arriving at hor dostina. 
tion sho hod the misfortune to run upon the bar 
on the Lstinstontduriag o atroug N.E. mousoen, 
the weather being dark and misty. She remain» 
od in hor dangerous position until the arrival of 
tho Dongles Stonmship Company's stoamor 
Fokien without making any progress towards 
getting off, but no assistance was obtained from 
the Fokienfor-that purpose. When the fatter 
vessel loft T'ameui, on the 8th instant, 
the Wugrien was making » good deat 
of water, bat her position wes not considered to 
be such aa to warrant the abandonment of all 
hope of saving her. Her cargo of polos was 
being thrown overboard as speedily as possible 
and washed ashore. The Wagrien is a vessel 
of 180 tons, and commande by Captain Vinednt, 
who is well kaown on the Coast and at this 
port. 


TRIAL TRIP OF THE STEAMER - 

“ DAFILA” 

—— 
Yosterday tho British steamer Dajila wont on 
8 triol trip after oxtensive repairs and altera- 
tions, Lt may be romembored that savon or eight 
months ago this vessel, while on a ‘voyago from 
Bangkok to. Hongkong, ran short of coal, end 
her then master, Capt. Mooney, made for Hoi- 
-how for fuel. In doing so, not having « chart 
of tho Hainan Straits, the steamer got aground 
snd waa on tho sands several days bofore sho wae 
got off by H. M. 8. Albatross, After some tem- 
porary reyaira at Hoihow, the vessel was able to 


| proceed to this port, whore sho was arrested by 


the Supreme Court in consequence of some 
salvage claims brought-against her. She was 
sold in hor Qameged condition to Mr, Kaw. Hong 
Take, of tho Ban Ho firm, for $15,000 in the 
damaged condition in which she arrived. Mr. 
Kaw Hong Take put the vessel in the hands 
of the Hongkong and. Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany, who contracted to repair all the injuries 
she had sustained, and doa good deal of freah 
work, making her in every Tespect o sound 
and well found boat, for $26,000.' A great deal 
of work had to bo done to-repair damage. The 
vessel had bumped considerably on the .sands, 
she leaked, and was strained all over her bottom, 
part of which had been co lifted as to reise the 
boiler, In addition to this almost overy ccrap of 
woodwork xbout her had. been torn cut for fuel 
tomake alos, sothat she. was but little mora 
than a shell of s voszel. Mr. Kaw Hong Take 
determined to havea gool job made of her; he 
intonded her for the Straita trade, and for thia 
purposa included in his contract an ontizoly new 
*tween deck toacoommodate the numerous Chinese 
passer gorawhopassbetwaen China and the Straits 
Settlements. Tho old saloon, which was below, 
he had removed entirely, and replaced by another 
in 4 large deckhouge aft, which also containathe 
.cabine for pagsengers, oaptain'soabin, pautry, bath 
room, &o. 'Thebridgo was improvod, and borths 
built onder it for offcers, engineers, and rcamen. 
The work has now been completed, and the ves- 
sel is now a better one in every respect than she 
has ever.beon before, The dock beams hare 
been replaced by new, iron girders, or streng- 
thened , now batches have been made, and, she 
has been rendered thoroughly tight and strong, 
The ealoon is neat and comfortable.

With the-excoption of a 
half topgallant forecastle, she’ is flush deoked, 
with a fire lowor bridgo-and flying brilge above. 
Tnhdor the bridge are two good alleyways, galley, 
mesa room, berths, engine room, Ave., while in tho 
forecautlo are other quarters. The front of tho 
bridge stractures is of iron, and very strong, 
the *tween decks being entered just forward of 
the bridge by an iron covered gangway.. There 
isalso a strong iron breakwater backing the 
forecastle, which must do a good deal to keep the 
vessel dry. There are four watertight bolk- 
heads which pags from the ship’s bottom to the 
upper deok. 

The Dajita will commence running in s few 
daya, and is now under the command of Capt. J.

Tho barren barrows of 
the dead, not “folded in green,” not ohauated 
over by “brooding boos,” not “dross with ris- 
ing flowers,” not “scented by tha first rosoe of 
the year,” not marked by any of the tender sar- 
roundings of poatry, but dosolate piles of dreary, 
mould, big earth-heaps inta which the corpses 
of the unfortunate departed are thrast like dead 
yermin—these alone vary: the uniform levol of 
the huge flat, “One can easily imagine that tho 
inhabitants of suoh a city, losing ultimately. 
all tasta for joys other than those which 
humanity aharos with the dog or the stoat, might 
spend every miuute of daylight at the bench or 
the: anvil, and be content if only they oan earn 
sufficient to save thom from joining the ctleng 
that lies decaying under tha rind-henps beyon 

tho walls. Yoteuchastate of moral degradation 
is not compatible with the intelligent, vigorous 
mien of the inhabitants. The impression you 
carry away from brief contact with it all is, not 
that you havo touched the lowest: atratum of 
Mhumanity, bat that you have besa in the pres 
songs of men whoare williag to win their bread at 
acostthatwould seom absolutely prohibitive undor 
the dotf-indulgent conditionsof Western oiviliza- 
tion. It ia this that inspires the obsorver with 
such an ominons sense of China's capabilities. 
The basy, broathlesa toil of the haze nation, 
carried on withont respite or appreciable reward ; 
the indefatigabls straggle of ‘colourless lives ; 
the grim, uaflagging earnestness of labour that 
eooms to Inst from tho cradle to the grava— 
theso aro traits that create ‘a atariled ‘con- 
gciousnesa of forces strong enough to ruffle the 
amng amoothness of Western society. An 
Bnropian living on the outskirts of enoh 
city, fits up hie home after his own fashion 
sud stays thore. The sewers, the smithies, 
the frowsy shops, the sweating - maltitudes, 
the compliented stenches.and tha discordant 
jargon of the neighbouring streets, repel bim 
perpetually. You may roam—if, indeod, your 
curiosity is stro-ger than your souse of smell— 
for days on days throazh the labyrinth of lanos 
and alloys that compose Tientsin without moot- 
ing a single person of your own colour, Thora, 
certainly, stands the foroign sottlemont, nest, 
compact; clean and well ordered. But soparating: 
it ond tho big town thora gaems to be a great ult 
fixed. Theintercourse between tha denizensof the 
two places is reduoed to » minimum, Thero is 
evidently little if any chance that contact:so light 
will ever produce wach impression on the conser- 
yatism of the Chinese city. and the notion of in- 
ducing the citizons of-the latter to discard the 
implements which they hare bean using for cen 


in order to adopt foreiga implemonts of whiol 
they. know nothing and have no means’of learn- 
ing anvthing, is quite oxtravagant. Evidently 
the way to borin is to prove to the Chinese that 
Shaffield and ‘Sirminghara oan adopt, Chiuose mo- 
dels and manufacture tooly that are choaper and 
batter than their originals. Thea, by dogrocs, . 
the Colestial may come to be perauaded that 
ShefBeld and Birmingham are coupotont ty im 
rove on bis modals as well as on the quality of 
Ris work, ‘The only do bttal poiut is whether 
British manufacturers can really compote at the _ 
prices quoted. The Sheffield Volegraph regards 
a cent as the oquivalont ofa half-ponny. whioh is 
cortainly uot true if Maxicn canta are in ques 
tion, and we do not imagine that quotations 
from Tientsin and Shanghai would be given in 
any other kind of cents. Here we hare at once 
adifference of: twenty per oont., which is more 
than sufficient to wpsct allcaloulations. Razors. 
at'from 3d.to 34d, laid down in China, do nob 
seom to offer a large margin of profit. But at 
any rate it is pleasant to sev that Euglish mann- 
faoturors are turning their attention practically 
in the direotion of adapting thoir work to.their 
customers tastes, Perhaps, after, all, it may 
tam ont that the advice of the much abused 
Consuls has been thought worth following.

SHEFFIELD AND TIENTSIN.

The Jopan Mail writes: Tha Sheffield Tele- 
graph bas an interesting article, which wo xe- 
print below, on tho subject of “Tools for 
China.” Evidenuy people at home are awaking 
to tho fact that, if new marketa are to be found 
for English industry, the byst, plan is to consult 
tho tastes of oonsumers, rether then to foros on 
thom the fashions of producers. This is espooially 
true of China, whore there ia practically no way 
of advertiaing among the native popnistion the 
merits of a novelty from the West. In Japan 
we often complain of the isolation in which 
we live ; of the difloulty of establishing close re- 
Jations with the people; of the practical impos- 
nibility of getting ont of the groove in which the 
Tyeaties have confined us. But no comparison 
is possible in this respect between Japan and, 
‘China. Tientsin, well called the Sheffield of 
China, is perhaps the wost striking example 
in the world of the fact that’ two com- 
munities can live for years in the .same 
place, on opposite aides, so to speak, of the 
game street, and yet remain almost ss cotoplote 
strangers to cach othor, as though their homes 
wore on difforént continents. It is nnquestion- 
ably the city of China, par excellence. Ita po- 

aiation, indesd, is ‘aaid to be less than 
that of Peking; but... on tho other hand, 
Tientein grows alrays, which is certainly more 
than can be said of Peking. And then the 


down, like, a“ Rattlor” razor, which was the

It 
looke an unlikely article to shave with ; but if the 
Celestia's profer that very terrestial-looking tool 
for smoothing their ching there is no reayon why 
they should be disappointed. A ick, also ob- 
tained from Tientsin, is marked 680. (2s. 10d.), 
Unlike oar curved style, it is almost straight, and 
about 3 inches broad all the way, Tho body is 
of iron, 8 piece of good hard steel being ingerted 
in the middleand welded an to form tha striking- 
edge. "Tho “eyo” is peculiar ip. formation—not 
unlike a horse-shoe, bnt square at one end. 
smaller pick, also from Tiontsin, sold at 260. (ls. 
1d.) consists of two thin layera of iron. with o 
layer of steel in the coutre, and a piece of ion 
welded on to form tho oya. Such articles as these 
could not be easily cast in ran steel. A hoe, at 
970, (1a.14d.}, iw made out of a piece of steal, with 
tha eyo welded on as in case of the picks; the 
edge geome inadg from a better quality of ateal. 
There are.two hatchets, both rough in finish, but 
Night and well shaped. Que from Tiontsin, which 
servos the purpose both of hatohet and bemwmer, 
is marked 2040: (10}d) ; has been hammered into 
the shapa of a alater's hatchet, It ismado of eolid 
steel, The othor, from Shanghai, is marked B2o. 
(1s. 42.), and resembles a quarryman's wedge ; it 
does not eppoarto have undergone any. grinding ; 
about an inch of fairly good ateel is welded on at 
the point. Why the Shanghai hatchet should 
‘be dearer than the other is hard to say, as the 
Tientsin artio'e ia the better, oxcopt as to finigh,

“Sheela” of China. A plough-coulter, from 
‘Tientain, is shaped like a sharp-pointed sbovel, 
but with's much wider sookst—uamely, 4 inches 
by 2h inches. It deem to be of good bard steel, 
the oxcellence of which is no doubt largely duo 
to being woll hemmered. [t has heen forged out 
of a bigger piece of sted, and then hammored

CHINESE GAMBLING IN CALCUITA.

The following letter appoara in the Iadian- 
Daily News:—As Mr.C. H. Reily, the Chiof 
Presidency Magistrate, takes a great interest in 
s going into cases of Chinese gambling, and severe. 
ly dealing with the offenders when brought boforo 
him for trial, and as gambling down Chinoparab 
‘soome to be quite a rage now-a-days, mon, women, 
and even obildren joiuing in tho game, much tho 
same as gambling used to bein Great Britain 
in the reign of Queen Anno, I beg you will 
kindly givo this lotter u place in your much os- 


——Tteomed ‘and widely circnloted daily. In a late 


ease of Chifoonga gambling tried by Mr. Raily, 
two Chinamen, masters of the house, wore 
severely punished (both by fine and imprison: 
ment). It appears they appealed to the High 
Court, as I was told, and that honourable Coaxt 
ruled “that Chifnonga was not gambling, tut o 
lottery ” (fair or unfair, honest or dishonest, not 
dwelt upon), and mitigated their aontonce. But 
from my experience of the game, and from aon- 
thentic acoonnts ax to its origin, I think that 
Chifoonga is not only gambling, bat gamblio, 
of the most nefarious and lovest desoription, 
Teava ya and your nemerons readers to 
deoide after. perozal of its history, and 
trust that these lines will fall under the eyes 
of His Honour the Lientenant-Goveruor of 
Bengal, a groat nim of whoso administration has 
been to-suppress gambling of all description, go 
that he may be pleased to promulgate an Act to 
make gambling extiact in the locality of Chins 
parah, : 
A Chineso nobloman, named Chi-chong, came 
from Chinese. 'l'artary to Canton in search of a 
wife in 1840; and he married ono Miss Foong- 
hoy, the only daughter of a Chinese philosopher, 
and sottled down at that sewport town. ‘I'he 
beauty, virtue,’ and learniag of Foonghey were 
hinged on tho wings of oxtrasngance, and in the 
course of about a dozen und a-half summers 


.Chi-chong was a rnined man—perfect bank- 


rupt—but he being overfond of bis wife would 
not let her know the state of his affair; In 1860, 
on protence of seeing a very near and dear relax 
. tive, he suiled for California to try his Inok in 
the diggings and thus retrieve his lost: woalth. 
Scareely had Chi-chong sailed through Chinese 
waters, when Fouughey sold some. of hor rich 
dressos and trinkets, bired a house in the most 
populated part of the town, and oponod o Chi- 
Soongha_gambling-housa. This nomde-plume 
of the game, theagh a portion of her and her 
Lasband’s names, iy braved. in it, means Literally 
— cheat, or trick you out of four’—~through its 
wmonnor of playing. Thero are $6 names of birds, 
‘boasts, fishes, reptiles, &o., which-are classed as 
merchants, priests, warriors, beggars, ladies, 
ohildren, &, &e. A-riddle is given, and a slip of 
paper, having one of the above names out of 
thirty-aix written on it, is put into a box and 
Jocked ap. Stakors‘stako on aay name suitablo 
to the riddle given (though the Chinesa riddles’ 
could ba oonstrued to any of the 36 names 
suparately); some atake according to a dream 
they might bave had the previous night (these 
gumblors pat groat faith in dreams.) After all 
the staking is at an ond, tho box is thon anlock- 
ed, tho slip taken out in the presence of every- 
body, and those who hava staked on that par. 
ticular nume get 3) to 1—é.r, if they bave staked 
one pice onthat name, thoy gut thirty pice—or7Zas, 
Spic, Tho nomos that aro played in the morning’ 
and evening ara not played tho following day; 
each day you have only to stake upon 34 names, 
to if you put one pice on every name, you will he 
tricked out of four—bence the interpretation of 
the Chifonnga. The beauty, fascination, elo« 
quenes (when giving ber riddles), and tho well- 
and-cleverdeviced —Chifoonga of Foonghey, 
brought gamblers from all parts of China to 
Canton, aud what her oxtravagauce swept off 
in eightoen long years, Her artfal ond 
cunningly plannod game realised four times 
a8 much in eightesn short months, and 
whon har good old Chi-chong: returned back, a 
famine-stricken adventurer from California, he 
was so overwhelined with joy at his beautiful 
wife’s good Inck, that he took hor away to hig 
parents in Chinese Tartary, amidst shouts and 
shoora from the inhabitsnts of Canton.” In the 
course of a few years this game spread like wild. 
fire through almost all the commercial towns 
of China—espesially seaports, and through 
Hongkong, Singapore, and Penang it sailed: 
to India (Catontts) about the year 186% When 
in ita infanoy it vould principally be played 
in localities inhabited by Christians—mastly 
within the jurisdiction of Section H. the 
Chinese gambling-wmasters at times paying Re. 
3 snd -4 per diem for rvoms, gadowne, or stables 
for the purpose, which then scarcely fetchod 
fo much rent permeniem. The nefurious and 
low feature of the game is this—which Ihave 
very carefully watched :—Playera aro led to be- | 


Hove thats cortain namo is looked up in a box, 


after the riddle is given, and before they stake— 
and that the samo box is opened in their prosonce. 
But suoh isnot the case. There are 36“boxea 
in the. master’a possession, with a name in 
eroh; and ho bas xo carefally studied these 
boxes, that he knows what name there is in 
each box, After ali the staking is over, the 
koeper or master of the house enters the 
roow, and shouts Chifong, weuuing it is finish. 
ed, or that the lottery isat an end; no moro 
stakea, will bo allowed after this, Ho then takea 
alist from each of his writers’ (every master 
has from’6 to 8 writers, and sometimes mora) 

. Lists in which names (birds, besata, &o., 03 men- 
tioned above), and the amounts staked are enter- 
ed—he adds them up, ic.,, totals them (Chincso 
are noted for their fast totaling)—and at a glance 
he can see on Which the smallest stake is; he then 
enters an inner room and :soon brings ont the 
box (remember he has 36 boxes) containing that 
identical name, unlocks it, and exposes’ ther slij 
before all present, The winners sre vory. gled, 
and extol John Chinaman as’ to his honesty, 
tha losers grumble a little, muttering that old 
John has not played according to hisriddle, and 
leave the house indiguantly, remarking, “better 
luck next time.” 

Bomo time ago I went to tho very heart of 
Chinaparah to play a game stylud “ Open Chi- 
foonga :" thia is playad qnite ditferontly. In a 
Jargo sheet of paper there aro 36 squares ; in euch 
square there are figures of birds, ‘beasts, fishes, 
roptiles, &¢.,n9 mentioned above, with theirnames 
in Chinese end English .below each, This 
sheet is placed on a mat on the ground, and 
the master sits at one end of it, Close to 
him is a little box containing 86 slips of pa- 
per rolled up like pencile—in cach slip are 
figures and mames asabove. The master picks 
up one of these ‘slips, holde it in hia folded fist, 
and covers up his fist with « felt Lut. Stakers 
of all denominations—Chiness, Christiaths, Hin- 
doos, Mahommodans, Jews, Ko., &o.—put their 
stakes (whatever theylike) in each square. When 

» there ia s standstill, the hand is pulled out from 
under tho hat, the slip anrollod, the figure and 
name exposed, and those who have staked on that 
particulsr name get 30 pice for every pics 


staked. At first, E thought this waa a risky 
thing for the master, but after watching the 
game carefully, I found out hia tridk. He usver 
draws, bat protends to draw, a tolled ip slip 
from tho box containing tho slips at the oom- 
mencemant of the gamé, andcoverd his hand 
sharp with a felt hat; the leather band inside, 
this falt hat has 36 aimilarly rolled up slips with 
names carefully arranged. Ho seea the square 
which has; the: lonst stakes or none at all, tho 
shoot boing right bofora his eyor—he then pulls 
out that idontical alip from behind ‘the leather 
band (as ho has stadied, or the Chinaman has 


arranged), aud then ‘pays the séakers, whosd 
ywlonings amount to very Hitlo in comparison to 
what he pockets from the othor stakes, aometimes 
Re. Wits Ra. 16 atatime. Ho then rolls up this 
slip, puts it into the box containing the slips; 


the anme slip again, covors his hand with the hat, 
puts back that slip. in ita placa bebind tha 
leathor band, atid drawa ant another slip accord: 
ing te the stakes, Heseldom makts'a mistake, 
bat by chance ff he happons w make ono, and if 
he has to give ont more than he possesses, it ends 
inagroatrow, . . : 

The trickery of both theas gamos—boxol and 
opened Chifeonga—is so casy of deteotion, that 
itis really very snrprisiug how’ mon of other 
donominations sre blindly led to play these games 
doy after doy, theroby losing Large sums of 
money, Evon gentleman’a servants, who have 
occasion to go ta Tiretta Bazaar, sometimes 
enter these gambling dens, lose all they have 
and never retarn to work that day—dr till they 
can raise what they have lost by pledging or 
gelling off thoir wives’ jowals, so og to render an 
account to their master, 

‘Thore is a figure drawn up representing signs 
of the Zodiac, samo-as ours—dria the Rent, 
Tanres the Bull, &e., in which the 36 names of 
this Chifoonga, birds, boasts, £0, are placed in 
tho different parts of the human body, and sold 
for one ouna s copy in Chinaparah. The old 
Chimamen in this conutry date this game to tho 
time of Confucias; but history has no record of it, 

Tho Chinese in this part of the globo are not 
atallreligious, Tore are two classes of them 
here, the shoomakers and .tha earpantara, and 
these are matorialists, and seem to have no 
thoughts or aspirations above this world; their 
belief of Paradise iy that in tho next world they'll 
chavo nothing more to do: but smoke (opium), and 
gamble all day long for ever and for ever with- 
out the interference of — . .

FRENCH TRAVELLERS IN CEN’ TRAL 
ASTA: 


—+—. 


.. Messrs, Capus and Bonvalot, the Frenoh tra- 
vellera, wrote the following letter to the French 
Geographical Society from Samarcund, under 
date Nov. 6 last:—° We sot out on April 27 
from Tehoran for Meshod in a carriage hired 
from certain .\Fartars. A strong vohicle and 
hardened drivers were rendored necessary by the 
oharaoter of our route, which was very diffoalt 
at places. Bometimes it is oat by large rivers 
with rocky beds, sometimes by conals which carry 
wator into tho rare oavas -cattered along the foot 
of the Elburz chain. As many travellers have 
followed it, it Passes for being well known, and, 
generally speaking, much trouble ‘is not taken 
either to observe it carefully or to dosoribe it in 
dotail. It ia given, howevor, tho’ sonorous title 
of the ‘Imperial route.’ ‘This it doas- not de- 
serve, It-follows the foot of tha mountains to 
Bhah-ro@, Sobzawar, and Nishapur. In this 
region we were almost always on the steppe— 
that is, on the border of a vust orpanso which is 
the ‘Khovir” or Grest Salt Desert. A large 
quantity of salt crystals are scattered ovor the 
surface, and thase are composad particularly of 
yoda and magnesia, which ofien-turn the water 
bad and rendercultivationimpossible. Tho very 
names of some of tho villogos doolare the ovile of 
tho ‘situation, ‘The flora, faung, and geology ara 
the same as those’ of the dosort, thus eatablishing 
thair identity, with Cuntral Asia. Nota troe, 
not even a shrub, if we except the fruit trees of 
the orohards and a few willows and poplars which 
row beside the canals, lightens the landscape. 
rom the bridge of Mandjil to the Tian Shan, 
going from west ta east, not a single forest is 
Known. Tha towns of Northern Persia aro des- 
titute of charactor. A few ruined mosques, como 
fine but notohed minarets, attract tho attention 
of the historian, and prove to him that the finest 
monuments of Asia date nn further back than 
tha Mongol dominion, Bostan is tho moést 
interesting of theso towns, for it. presorves some 
relics of these ancient times, and, among others, 
an architectural curiosity of a shaking minaret 
of the character of those one gees at Tapahan. 
Minarets wera probably-nsed as observatories. 
The population has fow points of interest iu o 
moral eouse, and woe do not hesitate to placo it 
below that of Bokharaand Khiva The cultiva- 
tion of opium is an indication of tho deterioration 
of the people, and the Turcomans thorouyhly 
despise thom ; but since the Russiaus have oo- 
eupied their. territory they oan no longer put to 
‘the proof the effeminate spirit of the Persians. 
All the villagos are fortificd, and some of them 
are surrounded with a triple rampart anda ditch. 
Meshed, tha capital of Khorasan, which we reach- 
ed on May 25, is the most fanatical city wo have 
yet come across in Central Asie. Every infidel 
js forbidden to enter that part of tho city called 
* Boat,’ where ropose, under gold and blue cupolas, | 
the remaing of the Imam Koza. From all parts 
of Parsia pilgrims flock to the tomb of this saint, 
‘The road from Mushed to Teheran was covered at 
thig time with Arabs from Kerbela, who aban- 
doned overything to visit, with their wives and 
childron, the holy place. Like the pilgrims to 
Meosa, they often carried with them tho corpsea 
of their dead friends, wishing them to repose 
beside the Iman Reza, Five years ago the Sunnis 
gave us lodging in thoir mosques in the villagos 
of Kohistan. At Meshed.the Shiites smuggled 
ue within the limits of tha‘Bast.’ Thay forbade 
ue, howover, to take photographs. 
difficulty.of a different character at Meshed. Our 
desire was to explore the sources of the Kushk 
and, if possible, to visit Horot and the valley of 
the Heri-Rud. Pormission was refused us. 
Abbas Khan, English Conmlst Meahed, warned 
‘us that the Afghans would make us prisouers on 
the frontier. As our time would not allow os 
+o compromise the success of our mmission 
in Bactriana and in the valley of the Surk. 
han, we were not. disposed to attempt the 
adventure, withont the permission of the 
Afghans, and we therefore left Mouhed on June 9 
for Barakhs. After desconding the Kesbot-Bud 
for two days, we stopped at Karahuga and 
Cheishidar, having crossed the pada of Muzdn- 
yan, Which ig easy, Formerly it: was protested 
by aforton a lonely height, which is now in 
ruins, More important, itis the last place whore 
fresh water is to be found before reaching tho 
Tejend. On June 17 wo roached Sarakhs, on 
the border of that river, which here flowa in 
great but muddy volume. Persiin Sarakbs, on 
the left, bank of the river, is old ond miserable, 
while the Russian town on the right bank, only 
two miles distant, is young ond flourishing. We. 
believe in its future as a@ commercial contre. | 
Russian houses have been rapidly constructed, 
and the bazaar occuples a street, in which the 
Armenians, keon on gain, soll sings and drinks. 
On the 20th wo left Sarakhs for Merv. Tho 
toad follows tho banks of the Tejund to Racuch- 
nahad, where we found a Russian picket on- 
paged in the preparation of charcoal. Former: 
ly there wag a-stronger picket there, but it 
was decimated by typhus fever. The water of 
the Tejend is considered very bad. At night 
the noise of the current beiweon its steep banks: 
makes 2 loud’ report. 


heat, and, owing to the hot wind of the desert, 
travolling.is ouly possible at night. 
sian town of Merv. has been eatablished, erronv- 
oualy, as it seemed to us, on the left bank of the 
Murghab, in frontof the fortress Kaoshat Khan, 
which the now railway to Charjui will shortly 
Pierce.
